GOVERNMENT CONTROL 
NARCOTIC PRODUCTION 
1S MEDICO’S PROPOSAL 


Winnipeg, Aug. 28. — Government 
control of the production of narcotic 
drugs was suggested Wednesday as a 
Simple and effective means of com- 
bating their illicit use in a clinical 
address to British Medical Associa- 
tion delegates by Prof. W. E. Dixon, 
F.R.S., of Cambride University. Such 
a plan would mean limitation of the 
number of factories by international 
‘agreement. 

“Bach manufacturing nation should 
have one factory over which the 
government would exert a direct and 
complete control, including the price 
at which the products were sold,” 
suggested Prof. Dixon. “If such a 
system were adopted it would repre- 
sent a real control of the narcotic 
traffic—for it is not the crude prod- 
ucts, opium and coca leaves, which 
are a menace to civilization, but the 
chemical principles. derived from 
them. 

“Ten thousand tons of opium re- 
Presented the opium-equivalent of 
the aggregate of opiate manufac- 
tured antually_in the. world—and 77 
tons represents thé estimated  legiti- 
mate medicinal requirements of the 
globe.

Brownlee said optimism sand deter- 
mination were necessary if prosper- 
ity was to return.

Something has been accomplished 
through public meetings and corres-

The meaning of “Town Planning” 
most briefly defined as “community 
foresight” can best be described as 
the orderly treatment or arrangement 
of land and buildings both in town 
and country so that economy, con- 
venience, health, and well being may 
be secured—out of which may also 
arise community attractiveness, indi- 
vidual happiness. The carrying out 
of such a program of development 
may take some years but brings a 
rich reward to the individual and to 
the community. 

What Town\ Planning is meaning

that some bulbs are held in storage 
by commercial growers and potted 
for late bloom, but the amateur will 
be well advised to plant immediately 
and to depend. on securing a succes- 
sion of bloom by choosing varieties 
of different seasons. Specially pre- 
pared hyacinths and early warieties 
of tulips and daffodils for Christmas 
flowering may be had in September, 
but the main supplies are not on the 
market until October. 

A good potting soil consists of 
equal parts of loam, well decayed cow 
manure, leaf mould, and sand; 


The size and style of pot used will 
depend to some’ extent on the per- 
sonal preference of the grower, but 
a six-inch pot will hold six tulips, a 
five-inch pot takeg six crocus bulbs, a 
four or five-inch pot is suitable for a 
single hyacinth bulb and a seven or 
eight-inch pot will. be required for 
five or six narcissus bulbs. 

In potting, leave the top of the 
bulbs level with the surface of the 
soil and press it firmly about them 
but do not have it~too compact be- 
them since this is Hkely to 


ov 


cause the bulbs to heave up out of 
the’ soil when root growth’ begins. 
Some pieces of broken crockery or 
small stones should be placed in the 
bottom of the pot to ensure good 
drainage. 


After planting, water the pots and 
set them in a cellar or darkened 
room where the temperature is from 
40 to 50 degrees Fahrenheit. If the 
pots are plunged in sand they will re- 
quire less careful watering and cov- 
ering to a depth of two inches above 
the bulbs will help to prevent heav- 
ing. Potted bulbs are sometimes 
placed in a covered trench out of 
doorg and brought in as_ required, 
but in prairie Canada it is more con- 
venient and safer to have them in'a 
cellar after severe weather sets in. 

After the bulbs are well rooted and 
there is evidence of top growth, they 
may be brought to the living room to 
bloom. To economize in window 
space a cellar window or any north 
window where the light is reasonably 
good may be used until the plants 
closely approach the blooming period. 
If kept too long in a dim light the

THE WEED MENACE 


In writing this article, it is my de- 
sire to call the attention of the farm- 
ers to the serious state the farms are 
getting in with regard to the weeds. 


In my annual report to the Municip- 
ality and the Government last year, I 
reported progress and a more satis- 
factory condition and that the farm- 
ers were taking a keener interest in 
weed control and a better co-operation 
with the Weed Inspector. This last 
three weeks I find the farmers having 
to work harder than ever owing to re- 
infestation, and cannot help but re- 
mark that the weed menace is most 
serious, 

I have discovered four weeds fresh 
to this district, namely,’ Tumbling 
Mustard, Red Root Pig Weed, a Sol- 
anum or wild tomato, escaping from 
hog lots into the grain field, and Wild 
Radish, found in oats imported from 
Saskatchewan. I think besides these, 
I have noticed a. greater amount of 
Smart Weed, or Polygonum, and 
Lambs Quarter in the summer fal- 
low, due to the recent rains, and a 
few localities Corn Spurrey and Toad 
Flax. | : ay A we hy) -

I called, their ‘attention to’this.and in 
all cases they started’ plowing immed- 
iately. 

The high winds, combined with the 
dry, loose state ‘of the soil in the 
spring, appeared to make a good seed 
bed for weeds. In every case the 
farmers told me the weeds blew off 
his neighbor’s land! I have found 
stink weed two and a half miles from 
the nearest infested land. I am still 
trying to persuade farmerg to pro- 
tect their neighbors by mowing and 
burning and plowing down land ad- 
joining clean land, to form traps’ to 
prevent Stink Weed spreading any 
further. 

Whilst not trying to be an alarmist 
or unduly advertising this district as 
being bad with Sow Thistle, I would 
‘like to ask the majority of the farmers 
if they realize the gerious ménace they 
are subject to, and if so, tell them it is 
time they took some action themselves 
to stop the Sow Thistle getting bad 
here and to control it while it is con- 
trollable. 

I have tried to do my duty to the 
farmers by writing the Councillors 
about a serious case of infestation. I 
then wrote the Government and have 
yet had no reply. I hope they wrote or 
phoned direct to the farmer concerned, 
but at the moment am not certain, if 
they did. 

The time has come for the farmers 
to ask the Government, through their 
U.F.A., Locals, or their

SOWING VEGETABLES 
IN THE FALL 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Vegetables are regarded as a ne- 
cessity, Everybody likes them. They 
are demanded all year. Fresh veg- 
etables are in greatest demand. Any 
convenient method which will pro- 
vide quality vegetables earlier than 
the usual way will be - universally 
welcome. This can .be accomplished 
by sowing certain vegetable seeds in 
the fall. 

This procedure can be used in the! 
village, city or farm garden. ‘Most of 
our amateur or home vegetable gar- 
dens have space at a premium. Less 
space is required for fall sown vege- 
tables. Consequently the idea should 
meet with popular approval from 
that standponit. 

Of course all vegetable seeds can- 
not be sown in the fall and it is us- 
wally planned to seed only a small 
portion this way. It has been found 
that a general assortment of staple 


These include beets, cabbages, car- 
rots, lettuce, onions, parsnips, spin-j 
ach, radishes and turnips. Northern j 
or home grown seed must be used 
in every case. 

Prairie winters and springs vary 
so widely that certain vegetables 
will respond each spring. Spinach 
usually takes a commanding lead for 
providing fresh greens. Lettuce is 
usually well ahead of spring sow 
ings. In some years cabbage progres- 
ses at an alarming rate. 

Fall sowing requires some explan- 
ation. Seeding should be done late 
enough so that no growth takes 
place until the next spring. Experi- 
ence shows that just when freeze-up 
starts is the best time. The ideal 
method is to break the light frozen 
crust on the soil surface at this time, 
and seed as usual. One-third less dis-, 
tance between the rows than spring 
seeding can be used.: Another cul- 
tural practice used in this connection 
is to gently stir the, soil surface as 
soon as the land is workable in the 
spring. The aeration and warmth 
provided in. this way speeds up the 
growth. ° 

Moisture deficiency sis our greatest 
‘single factor affecting vegetable pro- 
duction on the prairigs. Fall sown 
vegetables can make%tixe‘of soil mois- 
ture by melted. snow.’ Such an ad- 
vantage ‘provides. more rapid growth 
with. accompanying“ high:-quality. 

Beginning with the fall of 1922, 
staple vegetable seeds have been 
sown. at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Scott, just before freeze-up 
and the same vegetablés were sown 
the following spring for comparison. 
Records have been kept concerning 
uniformity of stand, dates ready for 
use, yield and quality. For the most 
part the germination has not been 
as uniform in the case of fall seed- 
ing, which has meant a slightly 
lighter yield. Fall sown vegtables 
are invariably earlier and the quality
